Herman Ford, former city m ar­ 
shal at Risen, Mo., who was sent­ 
enced to 10 j'’cars imprisonment 
ior killing a man he was trying to 
arrest, won a new trial from the 
state supreme court today. 
The court reversed Ford’s .sec­ 
ond degree murder conviction and 
remanded the case to the circuit 
court of Pemiscot. Counsel tried 
on a change of venue from New 
Madrid county. 
The opinion held tlie trial court 
erred in limiting Ford’s defense 
to “ordinary self defense.” 
“The protection which an of­ 
ficer is entitled to receive is a dif­ 
ferent thing from self defense,” 
wrote Judge George R, Ellison, 
“His duty is to ovei'come all re­ 
sistance and b ring the party to b e 
arrested under physical restraint, 
and the means he may use must 
b e co-exten.sion with the duty.
